This walkout tied 
up construction to a considerable 
extent, and the strike of the truck 
and transport drivers crippled ac¬ 
tivities altogether. 

All union crafts which have not 
yet voted to strike, including the 
International Association of Ma¬ 
chinists. hoist engineers and dump 
truck drivers, were to take action 
later today. 


FEDERAL COURTROOM, TA¬ 
COMA. Saturday, July 13. UP)—- 
A jury in Federal Judge Edward 
E Cushman's court at 10:44 a.

Foreman Has Question 
When the jury filed back into 
the courtroom. Jury Foreman 
Everett McMillan handed up a 
paper which inquired: 

“Is the fact that this case was 
taken up in federal court evi¬ 
dence. that the court considers 
the. case one. of interstate com¬ 
merce?” The paper also asked 
if it meant that the case was 
within federal court jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

Up to Jury 

Judge Cushman ruled that in 
effect that the matter of federal 
court jurisdiction was none of the 
jury's business and the question 
of whether the Weyerhaeuser boy 
was transported in interstate com¬ 
merce was a question of fact 
which the jury must determine. 

Judge Cushman required 35 
minutes to deliver his instructions, 
stressing the fact that the trans¬ 
portation of the 9-year-old boy in 
interstate commerce must be pro¬ 
ven before Mrs. Waley could be 
convicted. 

He told the jury that in the 
conspiracy count it must be shown 
she conspired in the southern dis¬ 
trict of Washington, western di¬ 
vision, and that some overt act 
must have been committed by a 
member of the conspiracy.

(if*)—Nature's latest rampages of 
scorching heat, floods, rain and 
lightning appeared to be subsid¬ 
ing today, but in their wake was 
an unofficial toll of four score 
dead, including at least 20 
drowned. 

Promises for cooler weather 
were held out to the east after 
two days of searing heat. Moving 
eastward after a swing through 
the middlewest, a heat wave in the 
Atlantic seaboard states sent tem¬ 
peratures soaring yesterday, with 
New York reporting its highest 
mark this year. A dozen died from 
the hot weather and in drownings. 
Showers brought relief to the 
middlewest, hut the rain was not 
general. At St. Paul where the 
temperature dropped into the 
eighties, four were drowned. At 
Mascoutah, 111., a farmer was 
killed by lightning. 

The weather bureau here re¬ 
ported the herl wave was broken 
southward over Oklahoma and 
into Arkansas, also, but said the 
Pacific slope would get more hot 
weather today.

T. C. Kistner. architect for the 
school district, presented a plan 
for reconstruction of schools and 
building "of several new units 
which board members said was 
too costly. They authorized the 
resolutions with the provision that 
amounts of bond issues will be 
determined within a short time, 
as a full board was not present 
yesterday. 

Mr. Kistner's plan called for ex¬ 
penditure of about $590,000, he 
told board members. Of this 
amount $270,000 would be raised 
by a bond issue, $65,000 now held 
by the school for construction 
work would be added and the re¬ 
mainder would be government 
grants. 

Explains Plan 

Included in the plan was com¬ 
pletion of buildings of Valencia 
high school, which would call for 
a bond issue of about $91,000, 
Mr. Kistner said. In his elemen¬ 
tary plan he recommended expen¬ 
diture of $33,000 on new build¬ 
ings and $5,000 for new land for 
Baker street school; $2,500 for 
land and $38,000 for new build¬ 
ings at La Jolla school; and at 
Bradford school he recommended 
a new manual arts building to 
cost $19,000, a home economics 
addition to cost $51,000 and an 
auditorium and classroom unit to 
cost $zJ3,000. 

Mr. Kistner also included in his 
plan reconstruction work on Rich¬ 
field school totalling $26,500, La 
Jolla school $7,900, and Aorba 
school $8,000. 

Of the proposed high school 
bond issue, $12,000 would be spent 
for land, the architect said.

General fishing conditions at the 
beaches follow: 

NEWPORT-BALBOA A num¬ 
ber of albacore caught last week 
when they were in schools.

Anglers have been finding al¬ 
bacore about eight miles south¬ 
west of the jetty near the steam¬ 
er lane.

The problem of taxation is de¬ 
veloping into an acute one which 
deserves the attention of every 
thinking citizen, states a news bul¬ 
letin from the California Building- 
Loan league. It was released here 
by Ellis Diehl, manager of the 
Santa Ana Building and Loan as¬ 
sociation. 

Although the state legislature 
presumably had balanced the bud¬ 
get when it adjourned June 16. it 
had failed to provide funds to meet 
the $25,000,000 carry-over deficit 
and had not provided money for 
unemployment relief in the second 
year of the biennium, which will 
require an estimated $24,000,000. 
the bulletin said. It pointed out 
that according to the department 
of finance, the revenue estimates 
of the joint legislative tax commit¬ 
tee are $20,000,000 too high. 

The old-age pension and special 
appropriations will require about 
$4,000,000 more and, as a result, 
the legislature will find it neces¬ 
sary to raise between $50,000,000 
and $75,000,000 before the bien¬ 
nium ends, the bulletin said. 

The California Building and 
Loan league at its recent conven¬ 
tion adopted a resolution opposing 
further increases in government 
costs. It urged elimination of over¬ 
lapping government functions, 
that the number of taxing units 
be reduced and that uniform ac¬ 
counting and budgeting systems 
be adopted.

value of fever has been studied 
intensively in recent years and 
now we discover that artificial 
fever was much used in folk medi¬ 
cine. The Japanese are said to 
have employed frequent bathing 
in very hot volcanic water for 
the treatment of syphilis and vari¬ 
ous forms of rheumatism. Baking 
in hot ovens, as a therapeutic 
measure. is widely employed 
among the Slavs.

Among the aphorisms credited 
to the great Greek physician, Hip¬ 
pocrates, there is one which reads: 
"Those diseases which medicines 
do not cure the knife cures; those 
which the knife cannot cure fire 
(fever) cures; those which fire 
cannot cure are to be reckoned 
wholly incurable.” 

Many consider this an indication 
of Hippocrates' appreciation of 
the curative powers of fever. 

For a long time Hippocrates' 
views on the value of fever were 
rejected. 

Opinions Change 

Some 40 years ago, however, the 
tide of opinion began to change. 
In 1888, Dr. William H. Welch 
argued that fever must serve some 
useful purpose, or else nature 
would not have retained it so ten¬ 
aciously as a reaction process to 
the invasion of harmful sub¬ 
stances. 

Others came to the conviction 
that under certain conditions and 
within certain limits fever is a 
state not to be prevented, but 
rather to be fostered.

While more than 500 spectators i 
looked on. proponents of the bill 
paraded before the governor with 
blasts of oratory, urging him to 
sign it as a means of regulating 
a "fine sport,” improved dog 
breeding, aid agriculture and 
labor and finally pour about a 
million dollars annually into state 
coffers for the support of old age 
pensions. 

When the governor called for 
opposition to the bill blit one 
man, ,1. E. White, San Fran¬ 
cisco lawyer who said he rep¬ 
resented church federations, 
stood lip. 

He called it a camouflage in¬ 
tended to legalize gambling in¬ 
stead of one to regulate dog rac¬ 
ing and termed the provision to 
turn 4 percent of all money bet at 
pari mutuel machines over to the 
state for old age pensions but an 
old stunt designed to create sup¬ 
port by tacking the bill on to "a 
benevolent enterprise.”

Trackage on the 
wharf was torn up, amateur fish¬ 
ermen with long bamboo poles 
took the places of stevedores and 
steamers along the string-pieces, 
regular train service was aban¬ 
doned and Newport Beach lapsed 
into desuetude until the era of the 
Pacific Electric and automobiles 
revived it as a summer resort.” 


Yesterday’s Journal pub¬ 
lished the first installment of 
the Santa Ana pioneer McFad¬ 
dens, James and Robert, telling 
of their struggles to develop 
Newport harbor as an industrial 
port during the last quarter of 
Ihe 19th century.

WASHINGTON. Saturday, July

Soviet Russia today signed a trade 
agreement expected by officials of 
both governments to treble the 
value of trade be.ween the two 
countries. 

That action ended 18 years of 
commercial relations which were 
considered unsatisfactory, 
$30,000,000 Purchaw 

The state department said the 
trade agreement, concluded in 
Moscow through an exchange of 
notes between William C. Bullitt, 
the American ambassador, and 
Maxim Litvinoff, Soviet commis¬ 
sar for foreign affairs, pledges 
the Soviet government to make 
purchases totaling $30,000,000 in 
the United States during the next 
12 months. 

In return the United States 
has granted Russia all benefits 
contained in trade agreements 
already concluded with Belgium, 
Haiti and Sweden, and will ex¬ 
tend all benefits accruing from 
trade pacts to be concluded with 
other countries. 

Concessions granted in the Cu- 
ban-American trade agreement 
are specifically excepted. 

Debt Not Mentioned 

The new agreement contains no 
mention of, and in no way relates 
to, the long pending Russian debt 
question involving more than 
$700,000,000 in debts contracted by 
the Czarist and Kerensky regimes. 

Negotiations attempting to 
reach a mutually satisfactory so¬ 
lution of that 15-year-old contro¬ 
versy broke down six months ago 
because of Russian insistence on 
cash and credits, understood to 
total $200,000,000 as an integral 
part of the debt settlement. 

No Concessions 

The Russo-American agreement 
involves no reciprocal concessions 
in tariff rates. 

Officials said the anticipated 
trade increase was expected to re¬ 
sult in a gain or more than 100 
per cent over American exports 
to Russia in 1934, which amount¬ 
ed to $14,867,000, and to increase 
by approximately 150 per cent the 
average American exports from 
1932 to 1934, inclusive.

An otherwise veil-meaning husband is unable to r >ay 
“No” to his drinking companions. 

His wife has left him numerous times because of his 
abusive attitude when he under the influence. But it’s 
the same old story; he promises to reform if given another 
chance, only to fall off the wagon again in a few weeks. 

! Even tho this wife loves him enough to jeopardize her 
own life, she hasn’t the right to subject innocent little chil¬ 
dren to this peril. 

She must have an understanding once and for all. If her 
husband hasn’t will power to stop drinking, she should have 
him go to a reputable physician and get some medical 
assistance. But even after that, his will power is the main 
and final factor in discarding the habit. 

Her letter follows: 

Dear Miss Stoddard: I wonder 
if you have a solution to my 
problem. 

Five years ago I married a 
widower with a boy 4 years old. I 
now have a little girl 3 and expect 
another baby soon. I knew my 
husband drank some when I mar¬ 
ried him, but not to the extent 
that he has carried it since we 
J have been married. 

I He was deeply in debt when we 
married and that should have 
j opened my eyes. But as they say, 

I "Love is blind." For over two 
years I worked to help pay these 
bills. But in the meantime, due 
to his drinking, new bills popped 
up, some of which we still owe. 

Our little girl isn’t even paid for 
yet. 

But for his drinking, we would 
have money in the bank and would 
not be head over heels in debt. 

But that’s only the beginning. 

About three years ago the liquor 
began to have a queer effect on 
him, turning him into a crazy man 
if he got a little too much. He 
will fly into a mad rage over the 
least little thing, and many times 
I have been afraid for the chil¬ 
dren’s lives and my own when he 
is in that condition. He has come 
home several times all cut and 
bleeding; the last time only about 
a week ago. He even admits that 
he is liable to kill us all some 
time, and still he won't stop. 

You will wonder why I haven't 
left him. I have. Five times. The 
last time I even started to divorce 
him. It’s a pity I didn’t. But he 
pleaded and begged me to try 
again, and seemed to be so sin¬ 
cerely sure that he could brace up 
and do the right thing, that I 
weakened again and came back. 

But it’s the same thing all over 
again. He stayed sober two weeks 
and has been drunk on an average 
of twice a week since then. He I 
spends his money on liquor and j 
on other people, and is a good 
fellow, while his wife and children 
have gone hungry and without de¬ 
cent clothes. 

Yet he swears that he loves me 
dearly, and I have been fool 
enough to believe him. I guess the 
thing that has made me try so 
many times is that when he is 
sober he really is kind and loving, 
and also has many other good 
points. I live with the hope that 
some time he will change. 

I couldn’t begin to write here of 
the misery, shame, and humilia¬ 
tion I have suffered in these five 
years; losing most all of my 
friends and nearly all interest in 
life. My baby is the only thing 
that has kept me going. I have 
tried everything I can think of to 
get him to reform. We have talked 
it over many times and he realizes 
where it is leading him and ad¬ 
mits that he has no reason to 
drink, other than being unable to 
say “no.” Hundreds of times he 
has sworn off. only to come home 
a day or two later so drunk that 
he could hardly stand up. 

It nearly drives me mad to 
think of having to leave again, but 
I shall surely go insane if things 
don't change soon. This is my last 
attempt at trying to find out if 
there is anything that I can do to 
cure him of this miserable habit.

PART IN OIL 
HEARING 


“The state - owned Huntington 
Beach oil field is too great in 
, value to have a weak kneed ma¬ 
jority in the state legislature be¬ 
tray it into the hands of any 
vested or special interest." 

This was part of a statement 
issued today by Supervised N. E 
West of Laguna Beaeh. who op¬ 
posed the whipstock bill in the 
state legislature, which authorized 
1 slant drilling on a royalty basis 
from Standard Oil company lands 
at Huntington Beaeh. 

Mr. West's statement related his 
view of the hearing held Wednes¬ 
day before Governor Merriam. at 
which arguments for and against 
, lhe measure were aired. He re¬ 
ferred to Senator N. T Edwards 
of Orange, who has asked that 
Mr. West be subpoenaed to testify 
at an assembly committee hear¬ 
ing on the oil question, and to 
Edward Craig of Brea, speaker of 
the assembly, who led debate in 
favor of the bill. Mr. West said he 
would be glad to discuss the ques¬ 
tion publicly with the two legis¬ 
lators at any time and place they 
may choose. 

Mr West's complete statement 
follows: 

Most'* Statement 

At ‘l o'clock on Wednesday, 
duly 10. the governor called the 
meeting to order. The assembly 
chamber was filled. Governor Mer- 
iam asked those who wished to 
, be heard on assembly bill 1684 to 
stand. After two or three minutes 
without apparent interest from 
anyone I rose and requested to be 
heard in opposition to the bill. 
The governor asked if there were 
: others to be heard either for or 
against the bill. By this time the 
stage fright was apparently over 
and a score or more stood up. all 
of whom, with the exception of 
Mr. William J. Kenmitzer repre¬ 
senting independent oil companies, 
wanted to be heard in favor of the 
hill. It was apparent that the 
Standaril Oil group were well or¬ 
ganized and that the situation well 
in hand. 

Upon request of the governor to 
state my reasons for opposing the 
bill I did so in substance as fol¬ 
lows: 

Assembly bill 1684 (which does 
not mention Huntington Beac h or 
the Standard Oil company! is pre¬ 
sumed to set forth a sound state 
; policy for drilling for state owned 
oil located under tide water. This 
hill was conceived and drawn with 
! the Huntington Beach oil pool as 
a definite issue in mind. It pro¬ 
vides that state owned oi! under 
tide water can only he developed 
by slant drilling from the land 
fronting said tide waters. The hill 
further provides that only the lit¬ 
toral .shore line! owner shall 
have the privilege of drilling for 
such state owned oil. This provi-

LOS ANGELES. July 13. - 

Lemon prices jumped into the 
higher brackets during the past 
week in the eastern and middle 
western auction centers. Califor¬ 
nia lemons sold at those points 
gained 51.84 per box to an aver¬ 
age price per box for the week 
of 55.92. There were only five 
fewer cars of lemons .sold in the 
auctions than last week which in¬ 
dicates a heavy demand due large¬ 
ly to the hot weather. 

Orange sales likewise gained 
throughout the week. The gains 
were mostly on small sizes as the 
market was somewhat weak on 
the larger sizes. The average price 
per box for California oranges 
in the auctions, was at 53.24. a gain 
of 17 cents per box over the av¬ 
erage of the week before. There 
were 122 more cars of orangs 
sold this week than last at the 
auction points. 

The Florida freeze last Decem¬ 
ber has set that state back an es¬ 
timated two years. C. C. Comman¬ 
der, manager of the Florida cit- 
rug exchange, reported recently. 
Commander says that their next 
year's crop is estimated at not 
more than 12.000.000 boxes of or- ( 
anges and 6.000.000 boxes of 
grapefruit as compared with 30.- 
000,000 marketed during the past , 
season. 

The California Fruit Growers 
exchange, commenting on the mar¬ 
ket. as a whole, says: 

"There has been a considerable 
advance in price on medium and 
small valencias with the large 
sizes unchanged during the past 
week. Exchange sales for the 
week, packed and loose, were ap¬ 
proximately 1200 cars, an increase 
of 15 per cent over last week. 

"Demand continues good Sup¬ 
plies enroute are normal and 
California oranges are enjoying 
wide distribution with good pri¬ 
vate sales in smaller markets re¬ 
ported. 

sion. restricting leasing to the lit¬ 
toral owner means, in the case of 
Huntington Beach, that the Stand¬ 
ard Oil would be in complete 
monopoly. Not a new role for 
them to play. They are the sole 
owners of the shore line property 
fronting this vast tideland oil res¬ 
ervoir. 

Royalty Provisions 

The bill further provides for a 
royalty to the state of not less 
than 16% per cent. This provision 
does not assure the state one 
penny of royalty from this oil 
field. It is entirely optional with 
the Standard Oil company wheth¬ 
er they will slant drill into the 
tideland oil and pay the absurdly 
low royalty of 16 2 3 percent. They 
can drain a substantial part of 
this field by vertical wells drilled 
on shore. Due to gas pressure and 
the migratory nature of the oil it¬ 
self. the state oil is now flowing 
to the bottom of the Standard Oil 
wells and from here being forced 
j to the surface. The Standard Oil 
I company is taking this oil legally 
without paying one penny of 
royalty. 

Assembly bill 1684 does not and 
cannot stop the loss of this oil to 
the state. It is naturally to be 
expected that any wells slant 
drilled hy the Standard Oil com¬ 
pany or its associates, the Han¬ 
cock and the Signal Oil companies, 
will be bottomed in the tide¬ 
waters beyond the "caption" or 
drainage areas which supply state 
oil. free of royalty, to the Stand¬ 
ard wells on the shore line. 

This bill being considered by 
the governor will not. as is ar¬ 
gued. provide off-set wells to the 
Standard wells on shore, for the 
reasons here stated. Any lease 
offered the Standard Oil group , 
which would actually off-set their j 
own wells would most assuredly ; 
not be accepted by the Standard 
Oil company. Why would they 
pay royalty on oil that they can 
get free from royalty 0 

To Continue "Take” 

Whether this bill is signed or | 
not. the Standard Oil company will ; 
continue to take the state oil I 
without any compensation until, 
legislation is passed permitting 
competitive drilling of this oil 
field. 

The tremendous importance \o 
California in having this hill 
vetoed lies in the fact that should 
the bill be signed and a lease ex¬ 
ecuted thereunder, the state would 
be forever denied the right to 
bentfit from competitive develop¬ 
ment. as it is beyond legislative or 
executive authority to nullify a 
contract. 

Oil experts, who have testified, 
are practically unanimous in stat¬ 
ing that it is entirely feasible to j 
develop this tideland oil pool from 
islands, without danger of pollut- , 
ing the beaches. Some laymen 
are skeptical as to this However, 
♦.hi* field could be developed by 
the state without raising the ques¬ 
tion of beach pollution by any of 
three methods; first, by condemn¬ 
ing rights of way for continuing 
streets across the boulevard to 
the beach, and by using these 
street ends for drilling sites as 
well as for ingress and egress to 
the ocean; second, by building 
bulkheads beyond the Standard 
Oil company's bulkheads and thus 
drill from dry land. and. thirdly, 
due to the extremely shallow surf 
along this frontage, a breakwater 
could be put out 600 or 800 feet 
beyond the shoreline and the en¬ 
tire area dredged full of sand for 
a comparatively small sum. Thus 
the state could not only save the 
beaches for the people but also 
save the oil for the people instead 
of for the Standard Oil company. 
(The beach in front of this oil 
field is nrivatelv owned—the pub¬ 
lic exc led.) It is practical and 
economical to construct this 
breakwater and dredge full of 
sand, enabling drilling without 
danger to the beaches. This is 
shown by the horseshoe construc¬ 
tion at Long Beach which is rap¬ 
idly filling up without even being 
dredged. And the practicability of 
this plan will bo attested by any 
competent marine engineer who 
is acquainted with the shallow 
surf in the area involved.
